SHOT BY INDIANS. 

The War De ent has been aware for 
some time of threatened trouble at the San 
Carlos Indian Reservation in Arizona. The 
situation there bears a resembiance to that 
which existed at the Ute Reservation before 
Colorow’s departure last summer, and in 
both cases the trouble appears to have arisen 
from attempts by the State and Territorial 
officials to enforce civil processes on tus In- 
dians. In the present case the War Depart- 
ment is informed that a constable with fort 
deputies is endeavoring to serve the civil 
process through an interpreter. It is believed 
at the department that any attempt to arrest 
the Indians will lead toa general stampede. 
Although nominally under the control of the 
Interior Departmahit. the conduct of affairs 
at the San Carlos Reservation is really in the 
hands of a Captain inthearmy. Under his 
general powers he has authority to expel in- 
truders from the reseryation and might re- 
fuse to allow the constable or any other 
civil officer te cross the lines of the 
reservation, but he has no force 
at his command to enforce an order of this 
kind.

sumers’ was allowed to charge $1.76 a thousand 
and was forbidden to lease or sell out to any 
other co pany. The Equitable was allowed to 
charge $1.75 and forbidden to sell out to any then 
existing company. It appears, he says. that the 
Equitable stock had been exchanged for Gas 
Trust stock and that the latter had guaranteed 
the Consumes’ bonds. It also appears that the 
Gas Trust controls, from its own statements, the 
price of gas in this city. 

“The ordinance authorizes the companies to 
charge $1.75 per 1.000. Prior to the organization 
of the Gas Trust Company the consumers of gas 
were compelled to pay $1.25 per 1,000 with a re- 
bate of 25 cents to the companies in question. 
Today the consumers of gas are requi to pay 
$1.50 per 1,000 with a rebate of 2 cents. The rise 


in the price of gas was practically uniform as to: 


rates and time. We have the statement of solic- 
itors for the gas companies, ‘that they were no- 
tified that they should not solicit patronage, as 
there was no necessity for competition, as the 
companies were practically one.“

And if so, please state 
what these instructions were. 

Do the records of the Consumers’ Company 
contain any resolutions, minutes, or contracts 
with the icago Gas-Trust Company! And if 
80, please give to this department a copy of the 
same.“

Equitable Companies to raise the price of gas 
involves so many dificult and intricate phases 
that its final determination could only be nit-

„The plain interpretation of the contract be- 
tween the city and these corporations is that the 
consumers of gas are entitled to the benefits of 


competition end that no other corporation or 


should operate these companies, * directly 
or indirectly. From the evidence understand 
that the Gas Trust has the eontroliing interest in 
the atock of these companies. This control, it is 
alleged, they have obtained without any cor- 
porate action by the companies as corporations 
or dy the individual action of the stockholders. 

This control might have been obtained in 

such a manner so as not to make the 

companies amenable to any action, 
but it involves a broader question, 

Whether a corporation created under our general 

incorporation law can by virtue of the power 

ranted by this act contro) and assume not only 
ts own corporate powers, but in addition thereto 
assume and control in the shape of a trust the 
corporate powers and privileges of any number 
of corporations, This question must eventually 
demand judicial action as to whether such an 
exercise of power is not unlawful, prejudicial to 
public interests, and contrary to Ps lic policy. 

“The Bill of Rights declares that no man or 
set. of men are entitled to exclusive public emolu- 
ments or privileges from the community.“ The 
further consideration of this question is respect- 
fully referred to the Council.” 

TO STOP BPECULATION IN THBATRE TICKETS. 

i Ald, Clarke offered the following, which was re- 

erred: 

AN ORDINANCE for the prevention of unfair deal- 
ing in tickets of admission to places of amuse- 
ment: 

Be it ordained, etc. Suc. 1. That the owner or 
lessee of any theatre or other place of amusé- 
ment shall place or cause to be placed at or near 
the ticket office of such theatre or other ulace of 
amusement. and at all branch ticket offices of 
such theatre or ot place of amusement, a 
card upon which shall be plainly stated the prices 
of admission to each of the different parts of the 
auditorium, and the price of admission so stated 
shall be understood to mean admission to a seat 
in the part of the auditorium for which the ticket 
is sold, unless it shall be stated to the purchaser 
of the ticket at the time of the purchase that 
the seats are all sold in that of the audi- 
torium; but in no case shall more tickets be sold 
for any partof the auditorium for which seats 
cannot be given than one-tenth of the entire 
number of seatsin such part of the auditorium. 
A violation of any one of the provisions of this 
section shall subject the offender to a fine of not 
legs than nor more than $200 for each offense. 

SEC. 2. henever a change is made in the 
price of tickets to any theatre or other place of 
amusement the licensee or manager thereof 
shall cause the change to be made known by 
card or sign at the ticket office of such theatre 
or other place of amusement aud at all branch 
he ng offices to which ne supplies tickets for 
sale. 

Se. 8. Whoever, by himself or another, shall 
buy any ticket or tickets to any theatre or other 
piace of amusement for the purpose of sellin 
the same ata price higher than the advertise 
price of such tickets; or whoever shall sell to 
any person or persons any ticket or tickets to 
any theatre or other place of amusement at a 
higher than the advertised price of such tickets, 
shall be subject to a fine of not less than $80 nor 
more than $200 for each offense. 

Suc. 4. That whoever, by himself or another, 
sells or attempts to sell any ticket or tickets to 
a theatre or other place of amusement in the 
the street or ‘in any -place other than in either 
the regularly appointed ticket offices of such 
theatre or other place of amusement, or in any 
authorized branch ticket office of such theatre or 
other place of amusement, shall be subject to a 
fine of not less than % nor more than §200 for 
each offense. 

Sud. 56, The Mayor shall causethis ordinance 
to be printedona card notless than one foot 
Bquare, and each licensed theatre or other place 
of amusement shall be furnished with copies, 
which the lessee or Manager shall cause to be 
posted at or near the ticket office of such theatre 
or other a of amusement. And any person 
violating the provisions of this ordinance, or any 
of them, shall be subject to a fine of not less than 
§20 nor more than §200,

THE NEW WATER-WORKKS—CIVIL-SERVICE RE- 
FORM. 


Mayor Roche said the city officials having the 

urchase of a site for a water-works piant on the 
South Side had had a great deal of difficulty in 
finding suitable ground at a reasonable figure, 
but finally thought the best site which could be 
had was in the vicinity of Thirteenth street and 
Indiana avenue—the Sherman n 
could de procured for about $250,000.

BURNING THE CITY'S GARBAGE AND SMOR D. 
Some time ago the City Council authorized the 
Mayor and Dr. De Wolf to appropriate 610,000 of 
the Health-Office funds for the burpose of ex- 
rimenting on the destruction of garbage. 
moke- Inspector Thompson proposes to accom- 
plish this by maintaining garbage crematories 
such as are in use in Montreal, whence he has 
recently returned. Mr. Thompson brought back 
plans of a Montreal crematory with him, and will 
suggest to the Council that one be built here at 
once costing about $7,000. The one crematory of 
Montreal consumes all the 8 of that 
city—about 250 cubic yards aily. Mr. 
Thompson thinks four or five similar 
ones would consume the garbage of Chicago, 
which is estimated at 1,000 yards daily. They 
should be situated in different parts of the city. 
In Montreal a contractor furnishes the crema- 
tory, and with fifteen large wagons and six carts 
collects and burns all the city’s garbage for $43,- 
000 a year. 7 
Being asked as to his intentions concerning the 
smoke nuisance, which was very much of a 
nuisance yesterday, Mr. Thompson said the 
citizens of Montreal and Toronto were troubled 
in the same way. ey used the same appli- 
anoes for the consumption of smoke that they do 
in Chicago, with about the same indifferent re- 
sult, The only way they got any kind of satis- 
faction was to bring the offenders into court and 
fine them heavily. The result was invariably 
that the nuisance was abated.

If this were true the workingmen of 
this city must believe not only in the doctrine 
of conziscation as taught by the Socialists, 
but in the doctrine of Anarchy and 
Nihilism as taught by the apostles and dis- 
ciples of Anarchy throughout the world, 
from Bakunin to Most. They must be- 
lieve that Lingg Wis justified in manu- 
facturing bombs for the massacre of the 


| police, militia, and the employersof labor and 


the wholesale destruction of property in this 
city. They must believe that Spies was jus- 
tified in giving instructions to the readers of 
the Arbeiter-Zeitung how to use the bomos and 
how to make them; in plotting for an oppor- 
tunity to begin the social revolution and to 
usher it in by a general saturnalia of carnage, 
the first incident of which was to be Schnau- 
belt’s throwing the bomb which he ignited in 
the haymarket square. Does any sane man 
believe that the workingmen of Ohicago 
would identify themselves with such princi- 
ples, or that they regard any of the con- 
demned Anarchists as their representatives! 
It would be a cruel injustice to the working- 
men to believe anything of the kind. | 

The truth of the matter is that the Central 
Labor Union represents only such organiza- 
tions as the Carpenters’ Union, which held 
balls to raise money for dynamite, the funds 
‘being intrusted to Lingg, and most of the 
members of the union are as devoted to the 
Constitution of the United States as Lingg 
himself, who never once thought of becom- 
ing a citizen of this country, but who on 
landing here set to work plotting for the 
overthrow of the law, or, as Fielden put it. 
‘stabbing the law—throttling it and killing 
it.” Probably of the thirty-one representatives 
at the meeting at which this resolution 
was adopted not half are citizens and not 
more than one or two understand the force 
of the resoluuon when translated into the 
language of America. | 
The great bulk of the workingmen of Cni- 
cago do not believe in the Socialistic program 
nor anarchical methods of putting it into 
practice. , 

PROHIBITION IN IOWA CITIES. 

The matiifesto on the workings of pro- 
hibiuon iu Iowa cities, issued by the Inde- 
pendent Republicans of Des Moines and other 
localities, seta forth in a succinct manner its 
utter failure.to prohibit, as shown by the re- 
sults of ample experience. Polk County, 
containing Des Moines, gave à larger ma- 
jority for the Prohibition law than any other 
county inthe State. Hundreds of signers of 
the manifesto voted for the law. The con- 
‘ditions for its enforcement were more favor- 
able there than elsewhere. Public sentiment 
apparently was more in earnest than in the 
other counties. The entire machinery of 
enforcement was in the hands of the pro- 
hibitionists. If the law could be enforced iu 
‘any large city certainly it shoula have been 
in Des Moines. 

The Independent Republican manifesto 
(sigued by a thousand Republicans) shows 
that after ample time to test the practicabil- 
ity of the law as applied to large cities, and 
with all the power, uuthority, machinery, 
and constabulary that legislation can fur- 
nish, it has been a wretched persecution in 
its methods and an equally wretched failure 
in its results in the Capital city of the State. 
The evidence shows that since Jan. 1, 1886, 
there have been 4,600 search warrants issued 
in Des Moines and that 3,000 of them were 
returned with no liquor found; that the 
searches have been made in numerous cases 
for the personal benefit of constables on the 
one hand and of professional informers on 
the other, who, after pocketing their share 
of the penalties, have dismissed the cases; 
that illegal guarantees of immunity from 
search have been made for a consideration; 
and that the officials have been lawless and 
brutal in their methods of search, invading 
the homes of citizens and not hesitating to 
use violence, with fatal consequences in 
some instances, and with’ the result 
that there has been no decrease in 
the amount of liquor drank. The 
drinking in the saloons continues. In some 
cases the saloon patronage has been driven 
into the home, and family drinking is conse- 
quently on the increase. There is no decrease 
of drinking nor of persons indicted for crime 
‘as compared with the period before the pas- 

sage of the prohibitory law. The importa- 
‘tion of liquor has not been stopped nor re- 
tarded. Sinée Jan. 1, 1887, there have been 
1,100 barrels of distilled liquor and 500 car- 
loads of beer shipped into Des Moines, a city 
of about 40,000 inhabitants. The result, in a 
word, is free whisky at the cost of an in- 
creased county debt and increased taxation 
‘everywhere, and always will be so long as 
prohibitionists make their fight against the 
saloon and not against the drinker. It ts the 
same in Maine today, the very home of pro- 
hibition, where Neal Dow is clamoring for 
more legislation, though the existing law can- 
not be enforced. It seems to be a fatality on 
the part of prohibitionists their inability to 
understand that law cannot affect or pre 
vent the indulgence in liquor by those 
who crave it. and that the only cure 
is in ‘self-abstention and personal tem- 
perance. Itis the drinker himself that the 
prohibitionists must overcome; it is his ap- 
petite for liquor that must be brought under 
control.. In the City of Des Moines, as in 
every other city, there are hundreds of men 
who do not care for liquor and whodo not 
want it until the law steps in and says they 
shall not have it any way. Then they will 
take it to show their resentment of the inva- 
sion of personal rights. 
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Suppose that instead of this unenforceable 
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. | acted a high tax, say even $3,000 per saloon,

for every city in Iowa haying over 10,000 peo- 
ple, $2,000 for cities under 10,000 and over 
2,500, and $1,000 for all places under that 
mumber, or had even made the uniform tax 
of $3,000 all round, with local · op tion prohibi- 
tion in every county and town wanting it, 
how much better off the State would have 
deen in the matter of temperance today! The 
liquor business Would have been immensely 


reduced in places where public sentiment is 
not strong enough to shut it up, instead of its 
being free as itis now. Four out of five of 
the counties of Iowa are rural and without 


large towns, and their people are not 
in the habit of drinking intoxicants. 
They are hard-working farmers with 
little time, money, or disposition for tippling. 
All those counties would have adopted local 
prohibition and enforced it as certainly as it 
is done in the samie counties under the gea- 
eral State law. Local option gives prohibi- 
tion as far as it can ever be enforced, and 
that limit is always gaged by public sénti- 
ment. High taxation restricts the business 
as far as it can ever be restricted where pub- 
lic sentiment is not in accord with compul- 
sory measures. But no law yet devised or 
that can ever be devised by the cunning of 
man can cure dipsomania. A man may be 
-induced but never compelled te stop drink- 


ing. 
The report says: 


The cost to the county ave 814 for each 
case in which liquors were found, and about # 
for each case in which no liquors grere found, ag- 
gregating a cost of $34,000 to the payers of this 
county for the last year and three-quartefs. A 
large number of these searches are made only 
for pecuniary profit of constables of the outside 
townships. 

A eareful conservative estimate made by those 
who are in the best position to know places the 
minimum cost of county Courts in liquor prosecu- 
tions since Jan. 1, 1886, at $150,000. 

The cost for prosecuting a liquor case in a jus- 
tice’s court varies from $17 to $30. : 

In one docket alone of the District Court there 
are 260 liquor cases, Which have or will cost the 
county from $20,000 to 000. 

Taxes have been increased about W per cent. 

In addition to the above, hundreds of cases 
have been commenced = Foy pointed attor- 
neys and self-styled prohibitionists to recover 
penalties from thöse having permits as druggists 
or otherwise, and for technical violations of the 
law as to the time of Sig re rts or immaterial 
omissions in the same, In these cases the law 
provides that one-half of the fihes recovered 
shall go to the school fund, and one-half to the in- 
former. ese cases have been dismissed by the 
informer after having keted his half. The 
school fund is robbed; the oosts of the case are 
paid by the county, and the informer grows rich. 

We ask every publican who with us is frst 
and last fox the home against the saloon to remem- 
ber and profit by our experience. Prohibition us 
enforced in Des Moines te a failure and worse 
tan u Faure. Public sentiment, once so over 
whelmingiy in favor of prohibition, has ohanged, 
and this change is among our better and most 
substan Citizens. Between 800 and 900 of 
them have signed one protest. Between 500 
and 600 others are known to us who have not 
been solicited to sign. 

So believing, and 223288 and 1 
the Welfare of our city and county, and having 
at heart their greatest materialand moral pros- 
perity, with an earnest desire for the suppression 
of the evils of intemperance, we favor: 

The repeal of the present prohibitory law, and 
the enactment in its stead of a local option law. 
fixing a minimum license for the larger cities of 
the s of Des Moines at not less than one 
thousand dollars, with the most stringent pen- 
alties against its violation, thereby giving every 
eee ae Bey — — to determine for itself 
whether it prohibit or license. 
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RAILROAD RATES IN NEBRASKA. 

The people of Nebraska have been badly 
handicapped in their struggle for reasonable 
railroad rates, but the issue with the carriers 
is noW in shape to be fought to a finish with- 
out unnecessary delay. Owing toa provision 
of the Constitution forbidding the creation of 
new offices Nebraska has not been able to es- 
tablish a railroad commission, but has been 
required to devolve the duties of such a board 
on the Attorney-General, Seoretary of State, 
and Auditor, and allowing each of these of- 
fices a secretary, the latter being authorized 
to transact business and determine 
questions referred te them by their 
principals. While Nebraska has been 
attempting in this indirect and rather 
awkward manner to solve the question of 
railroad control the roads have fleeced the 
people without mercy and carried the doo- 
trine of “ charging all the traffic would bear” 
to its full limit. No State has suffered more 
than Nebraska from extortionate and une- 
qual railroad charges. The “Doane law” 
was a fair measure, but as long as there was 
no commission to see to its execution it re- 


| mained a practical nullity as all such laws 


must. Atarecent session of the Legislature 
a special committee reported that the raul- 
roads generally evaded the true and just 
meaning of said law,“ and endeavored to 
prejudice the businéss-men of the State 
against said law as the cause of higher 
freights in the State,“ when m fact the er- 
cessive charges were made “apparently for 
the very purpose of evading the law.” 
Finally it became understood that nothing 
could be accomplished without the aid of a 
commission, and such a board was consti- 
tuted in the manner stated above. 
There are indications that railroad tyranny 
and extortion over the State of Nebraska 
must soon cease, The State Board of Trans- 
portation, aftera careful study of the mat- 
ter, has ordered a reduction of 38}; por cent 
in the freight tariffs applying inside the 
State of Nebraska; and the railroads propose 
to contest the authority of the board to give 
this relief to the people. Of course the rail- 
roads will not release their grip on Nebraska 
without a struggle. They have levied on the 
people of that State, without any regard to 
the cost of the service performed, but with a 
view of appropriating the largest possible 
proportion of the producer’s profits. Hence 
for services costing precisely the same the 
charges would vary, in violation of the com- 
mon law, according to the ability of the ship- 
per to pay. This is the railroad art of “ charg- 
ing all the traffic will bear,“ and its motto is 
„Tho largest returns on the least amount of 
business possible.“ The people of Nebraska 
are determined to submit no longer, and in- 
stead of being squeezed for ull they can 
stand they demand an enforcement of the 
common law doctrine that the charges of 
public carriers shall be reasonable and just 
for the service performed and open to all 
shippers on the sameterms. The people will 
undoubtedly back the State Board in its de- 
mand for an immediate reduction of one- 
third in the excessive tariffs. If the board 
as now constituted lacks authority to enforce 
its decisions the difficulty can be easily rem- 
edied by a change of the law, or if necessary 
of the Constitution. 

The people of Nebraska are going through 
the same Granger contest” that was fought 
out in this State over a dozen years ago. 
Freight rates have been reduced time and 
again by the Commissioners in Illinois, and 
are now 30 per cent below the level which the 
railroad managers pronounced 
when the attempt was first made to regulate 
charges by law. Charging all the trafiic will 
bear has been éffectually stopped in Illinois, 
Still the railroads are prospering and mak- 
ing more money than either the merchants 
or the farmers. Nebraska can reach results 
as satisfactory as those gained in Illinois. 
This State has cleared the way and estab- 
lished the necessary precedents, so that other 
Commonwealths need have little difficulty in 
bringing their common carriers under con- 
trol. 

With one exception the “Granger cases 
were all decided in favor of the people, and 
even temporary failures contributed in the 
end to the victory of the shippers in securing 
just and equal rates. When the Supreme 
Court of the United States held that the Illi- 
nois board could not apply the short-haul rule 
to the portion of an inter-State shipment per- 
formed in this State Senator Cullom prepared 
and carried through Congress the act apply- 


ing the mam doctrines of the Illinois system 
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the regulation of 
State transportation. Let the people of Ne- 
braska stick to the commission plan and fight 
it out on that line. If the commission lacks 
authority give it all that is needed. If ite 
members fail to perform their duties replace 
them with other men. The Nebraska board 
seems to be performing ita duty faithfully 
and to deserve the firm support of the public. 


THE ASSIMILATIVE POWER OF LANGUAGE. 

The order of the fer- pro- 
hibiting the teac of the Indian Janguages 
on 22. acai riety is the tardy and 
énforced abandonment of a policy of attempt- 
ed Indian civilization which dates from the 
great undertaking of the apostie Eliot 200 
years ago. That marvelous man ‘created a 
written language, or, to express it a little 
differéntiy, he reduced the speech of the In- 
dian tribe in the vicinity of Boston to writ- 
ing, translated the Bible, and added to it a 
little primitive literature. Time has proved 
that his labors were thrown away. There 
have been other Eliots, all presumably actu- 
ated by worthy motives, but their efforts 
have been in vain. Many tribes of Indians 
today are as far from civilization as they were 
when the Mayflower came to anchor off 
Plymouth Rock. It was high time to call a 
halt and take a new departure. 

The sure way of reclaiming the Indians— 
the only possible way, in fact—is. to teach 
their children to speak, read, and write the 
English language. When this is done their civ- 
ilization will be more than half accomplished, 
and the remaining steps will be easily and 
quickly taken. The adult red man will live 
out his day as a savage, speaking his uncouth, 
limited, guttural tongue and wearing his bar- 
barian habiliments; but his children, speak- 
ing English, will fuse gradually into Ameri- 


‘ can life, manners, customs, and ideas and 


cease fo be Indians. 

All through the Western country are thickly 
scattéred a mixed population, speaking almost 
every tongue except English. If these peoples 
and their descendants were to remain for- 
eign in language they would be a serious 
menace to the stability of free institutions. 
It is safe to say that the strain could not long 


de endured. Cook County Jail is a standing, 


sevenfold testimonial to the peril of a large, 
compact, closely-united population ignoraut 
of the language of the country. The Social- 
ists of Chicago are roughly estimated at 10. 
000, of whom perhaps one-third or one-fourth 
are Anarchists. With thé exception of a 
very few who aspired to leadership these 
enemies of society were born on the Conti- 
nent of Europe, were adults when they came 
over to this country, and have remained in 
almost tota! ignorance of our language. They 
are at the mercy of mischief-makers. Their 
children, however, are acquiring the En- 
glish language, most of them reading as 
well as speaking it There is little or no 
dangerfrom them. If it were not that fresh 
adult recruits are coming over here ali the 
time the menace and peril of Socialistic An- 
archy would pass by in a few years, provided 
only the present system of popular education 
were kept up and duly extended to meet the 
growing demands of the rising generation. 

It is not too much to say that if we are to 
remain one people we must speak one lan- 
guage. One special element of the weak- 
ness of Austria, as compared with Prussia, 
is the fact that its people are not one in lan- 
guage. The German, the Servian, the Bos- 
nian, the Slavs, the Ruthenian, the Bohe- 
man, the Pole, the Magyar, the Tyrolean, the 
Czech, the Croatian, the Italian, etc., each 
speaks and writes his own language, and uni- 
ty is out of thé question. Nearer home we 
have an illustration of the bane of allowing 
the barrier of unintelligible speech to divide 
the people of ong country. We refer to Low- 
er Canada. A talse sentimentality or a mis- 
taken sense of poicy induced the British 
Government to encourage the French in Can- 
ada to retain the French language. The laws 
are published in that language, court proceed- 
ings conducted in it, and in every way the 
barrier against communication and assimila- 
tion with the more advanced element of the 
population is maintained. Asa consequence, 
those people are ignorant, poor, priest- 
ridden, still paying tithes, and blind to 
their own best interest. They consti- 
tute a section of the Middle Ages in 
the midst of a progressive English-speak- 
ing population. The English, Irish, Scotch, 
and Yankee settlements have assimilated, 
each proving a benefit to all, but the poor 
“Canuck” is still simply a French peasant 
of the ante-Revolutionary period. 

There are large sections of this city which 
would seem from the signs on the little stores 
to be as un-American as Bohemia, Hungary, 
or any land washed by the Danube. The adult 
population is made up mostly of strangers in 
a strange land; but go among the children 
sent to the public schools and allis changed. 
The largest Sunday-school in Chicago, if not 
the largest anywhere, is located in the very 
heart of the most exclusively foreign popu- 
lation in the city and is conducted by Mr. C. 
B. Holmes, a Yankee of the most pronounced 
type. The only language spoken is English, 
or, as it should be callea, “ American.“ 
There are some 2,000 scholars in ‘that school, 
and they seem to be abreast with ordinary 
children in readiness to understand what the 
Superintendent, who is also the teacher, says 
to them. Ask them where they learned the 
language and they answer at school. Our 
vublio schools are making Americans of 
them all. All the standing armies of Eu- 
rope cannot give as much stability to the 
Governménts of the Continent as our public 
schools are giving to American institutions 
by obliterating the linguistic distinctions of 
our composit population. It is precisely in 
that way that a heterogeneous people become 
homogeneous, and an element of danger be- 
comes a source of still greater power, stabil- 
ity, and progress. i 
THE HAYMARKET MASSACRE MONUMENT. 

The suggestion made by a large number of 
public spirited citizens of Chicago that a 
suitable monument shall be erected to the 
memory of the policemen who were killed in 
the haymarket massacre will commend itself 
to all other citizens who believe in the main- 
tenance and enforcement of the law and the 
security of public order and peace. The men 
who were struck down by the bomb of the 
Anarchists fell upon the field of duty. They 
were engaged in quelling a rebellion against 
law and putting down a conspiracy, the de- 
tails of which have been exposed in the trial 
of the guilty leaders. 

The policemen who fell that night at the 
haymarket were the first victams of the social 
revolution, and they will be the last, for by 
their courageous and resolute action, in com- 
pany with their brave associates, they vin- 
dicated the ability of the law to deal with 
any conspiracy against American institutions 
and government. They gave the first and 
crowhing blow to the secret plots of the in- 
cendiary and revolutionary conspirators. 
They did their duty manfully and courage- 
ously and lost their lives in defending the 
lives and property of their fellow-citizens for 
whose protection they were responsible. It 
would be both unfitting and ungrateful that 
a tribute to their memory should be left un- 
recorded ia some public manner. They were 
as truly heroes as soldiers who have fallen 
upon the field in defense of their country, 
and their services should be recognized in 
the conspicuously public manner propesed. 

Such a monument would not only testify to 
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eloquent 
determination of the people that law shall 
prevail and be obeyed, and that they will 
not tolerate any conspiracy to overthrow the 
law by murderous or incendiary methods. 
The citizens for whom these policemen gave 
their lives are the onés who should show 
their appreciation and record their grati- 
tude. We make no doubt that When the op- 
portunity is officially offered them by the 
oommittee designated to raise and administer 
the fund the response will be both prompt 
and generous. ) 
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THE DYNAMITE AN- OUR. 
Secretary Whitney, who was present at the 
éxperiment made by Lieut. Zalinski with his 
dynamite air-guh, has exvresseé his opinion 
that the new Weapon, 80 far as the experi- 
ment went, was 4 success, and claims that it 
has demonstrated dynamite in destructive 
quantities can be lodged a miie and a quarter 
off with considerable aecuracy; and, more 


than this, that it is a matter of detail merely’ 


to increasé the range of the gun and the 
quantity of the explosive 80 as to render it 
capable of destroying the strongest iron- 
clads. The only criticism which the Secre- 
tary passed upon it was that its usefulness 
on ships is yet to be estamated~—a condition 
which is not absolutely indispensable, since a 
weapon for shore use is What is mainly want- 
ed, and in this line of application he says 
for coast defense it seems to me the most 
te important arm yet invented.” 

All reports of the experiment seem to in- 
dicate that the dynamite gun, the shell pro- 
pelied by compressed air or fired by slow- 
burning powder by Lieut. Graydon’s method, 
is destined to reVolutionize the existing svstem 
of defensive warfare, if not of offensive. With 
u sufficient supply of these guns mounted on 
shore batteries thére will be no danger from 
an attack of foreign naval Powers; and this 
is the weak pointin our present methods of 
defense. Weare notlikely to be engaged in 
conquest. Once we are ready to repel inva 
sion, however, we shall bein perfect condi- 
tion to deal with foreign nations and main- 
tain our rights. In case of war or menace of 
War with England, for instance, these dyna- 
mite guns would sufficiently protect. our 
ocean harbors and our troops cpuld not be 
prevented from overrunning Canada, as the 
guns could be located at hundreds of places if 
necessary along the southern bank of the 
St. Lawrence from Cornwall to the head of 
Lake Ontario, where the river is very nar- 
row, and blow any British vessel out of the 
water that should attempt to prevent a cross- 
ing. 

The first shot of ¢he air-gun, with 4 charge 
of only fifty pounds of dynamite, blew the 
wooden vessel which was the target into 
fragments; and Lieut. Zalinski is confident 
he can fire 600 pounds if necessary. Less 
than this would destroy any iron or steel ves- 
sel. Armed with these terrors we could look 
with complacency at the approach even of 
the Trafalgar, the last and most formidable of 
the English ironclads, with its 101-ton guns. 
Hitherto the torpedo-boats have been the 
only enemies feared by these iron monsters, 
against which they have protected them- 
selves with nettings to catch the projectiles. 
It has not yet been demonstrated that the 
netting would save them even from the tor- 
pedoes, as there has been no test made in 
actual conflict; but a 600-pound dynamite 
rocket fired by electricity would not be re- 
strained by nettings, or, even if it were, 
would still get in its work, for no vessel yet 
constructed could withstand the shock of that 
explosion. Its importance as an arm in naval 
warfare apparently has not been overesti- 
mated. It will make our shores impregnable 
against attack, and it indicates that the Tra-

Tommy Morgan’s Change of Base. 

Tommy Morgan of Hyde Park, erstwhile of 
London, England, has made a new departure. 
Last year Tommy was all for ballot-boxing. He 
organized the Secret Lodge political party, made 
a ticket for it,and gave it platforms, He bossed 
the nominating convention and had everything 
his on way. Again, in thé spring, though a res- 
ident of Hyde Park, Tommy was good enough to 
set up a ticket for the Secret Lodge party in Chi- 
cago to vote for. Those experiments do not seem 
to have been satisfactory to Tommy, and at the 
meeting of Socialists Sunday at the Twelfth 
Street Turner-Hall he said: “There is nothing 
in the ballot-box. No. We must ght.“ Tommy 
did not undertake to say what he would 
fight with or whom, but as the meeting he ad- 
dressed was called to express sympathy with 
Lingg and his felloWs it may be inferred that he 
would choose dynamite bombs as his weapons. 
One of the assertions of Tommy at this meeting 
ought not te be allowed to pass uncontradicted. 
He said: America is the birthplace of Soeial- 
ists—the breathing piace of Socialism. They say 
Anarchy is an importation. No. Anarchy is also 
a product of America.” 

Tommy, being an importation himself, does not 
know so much about America as he thinks he 
does, He trusted to the ignorance of his au- 
dience, who it appears were mostly recent im- 
portations, as the resolutions adopted at the 
meeting had to be translated into a foreign 
language so they could understand §them. 
All the speakers at the meeting were importa- 
tions—Ehman, Neppel, Knickrehm, Tommy 
himself, and the others. In fact, notwithstand- 
ing Tommy's assertion, every prominent So- 
cialist and Socialistic sympathizer throughout 
the country is animportation. Henry George and 
Dr. McGlynn are the exception§ which prove the 
rule. Ninety-nine per cent of the dupes of such 
fellows as Morgan, Most, and Grottkau are re- 
cent importations from Europe. Their principles 
are also imported—taken from the foreign writ- 
ings of Karl Marx, Hyndman, Lassalle, Bakunin, 
and others of thatclass. It is true, however, as 
Tommy says, that Socialism makes America a 
breathing place. A howling, bellowing, yawving 
place for the foreign Socialists, he should have 
said. Have we not Tommy, and Most, and Grott- 
kau, and Belz, and Knickrehm, and OCurrlin in 
our midst now? Did wo not have the Avelings 
and Liebknecht among us last year? Tommy is 
getting incautious. He should not be so rash in 
his assertions. The omission of truth in them is 
too manifest. The native American workingmen 
and the workingmen. of fereign birth who be- 
come Americanized have no use for Socialism. 
Most of them have property or expect to have 
some, and they all love personal liberty. They 
would not like to have the one confiscated or be 
deprived of the other. 


Petitions for the Annexation of Hyde Park. 

Two petitions for annexation to the city were 
presented by residents of Hyde Park at the meet- 
ing of the County Board yesterday. One of the 
petitions proposes to annex that part of Hyde 
Park north of Eighty-seventh street, while the 
second asks that the whole village be annexed. 
This second petition, which is signed . principally 
by residents of the Village of South Chicago at 
the mouth of the Calumet, is informal and defec- 
tive for two reasons. In the first place there is 
no accompanying affidavit that the signers are 


voters, as required by law. There is also no pe- 
| tition for annexation from the Town of Chicago, 


also required by the statute when itis sought to 
join two whole towas. The provision is as fol- 
lows: 

Where it.is prfposed to.unite two or more con- 
tiguous towns under this section said petition 
shall be signed by at least one-fourth of the vot- 
ers of euch of the towns sought to be united; 
town the number of voters 
exceeds 400 at the las pest election, then by 
100 of the voters in such town. 

There is time to correct the mistakes of this 
petition, The law requires only twenty days’ 
notice of election, not thirty days, as has been 
generally supposed heretofore. The part of the 
law bearing on this point is as follows: 

Notice of the election hereby required shall be 
given by causing notices thereof to be up 
in five public places in each ot said towns at least 
twenty days before such election, and by publish- 
ing the same in at least one newspaper (if one 
there is published) in each of emt townhs or a 
newspaper published in said county. 

This part of the law will give time to the peo- 
ple of Lake VieW to presént their second peti- 
tion in favor of annexing all that part of the 
town south of Graceland avenue, The expedi- 
ency of doing this has already been referred to 
in these columns. 

The Lake people can perfect their petition if 
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way in which the annexation movement is being 


urged in that suburb. 

In the case of Hyde Park the delay will give 
opportunity to repair a tactical blunder as well 
as the blunder in the form of the second petition, 
The Town of Pullman is a unit against the an- 
nexation of the whole Town of Hyde Park. At 
the same time there. would be an almost unani- 
mous vote in Pullman in favor of having all of 
Hyde Park except Pullman added to Chicago. 
As there is no desire anywhere to get Pullman 
into the city it would seem that it would be 


| wiser not to ipelude it in the petition. A new 


petition to annex all of the big village except 
the country around Pullman ought to be gotten 


| up immediately and presented in place of the in- 


formal and defective one of yesterday. If such 
a one is presented there will be no necessity for 
the petition from the South Towh, as two whole 
towus are not to be connected, — 


Tieket Sharks. 

The ordinance to prevent specula tion in tick- 
ets of admission to places of amusement in this 
city which was offered at the Commoh Council 
meeting last night and referred to the appro- 
priate committee should be promptly reported 
back and passed. It has been drawn up with 
great care, and will unquestionably break up 
the gang of ticket sharks who have hitherto 
levied their exorbitant tolls tipon theatre, 
opera, concert, and lecture patrons. Its pro- 
visions are explicit and expose to severe penal- 
ties any person who buys tickets for purposes of 
sale and sells them above the advertised prices, 
or who seils them in the street of any place 
other that thé regular ticket office. The public 
has been at the mercy of these speculators long 
enough, who at every prominent entertainment 
which is likely to be largely ‘attended grab all 
the best seats in the house and force their sale 
at a high premium. It is a form ot highway rob- 
bery which should de suppressed, and this ordi- 
nance will undoubtediy do the work most effect- 
ually. 2

The years make no change in Miss Mar- 
garet Mather's Juliet (“ Romeo and Juliet is 
billed at the Columbia), unless it be to harden 
the impersonation, which is now without a touch 
ot softening grace. The actress still possesses 
the nervous energy which was once thought to 
promise so much, but it is kept at a tension that 
is more painful than poetical; and, while she is 
not destitute of imagination, it is a faculty that 
finds its stimulus only in violence.

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THE FRONTIER INCIDENT. 


DETAILS OF THE LATEST TROUBLE 
BETWEEN FRANCE AND GERMAKY. 


Diplomats of Both Countries Eagerly Dis- 
cussing the §pooting of the Two French- 
men—Paris Papets Advising Cotserva- 
tive Action—An Uneasy Feeling Created 
by the Episode—Assauiting a Member of 


Parliament—Eighteen Sailors Drowned 
—Cable Notes. 


BERLIN, Sept. . An official order has 
been sent to Strasburg for a detailed report 
of the frontier affair. Commissaries have 
gone to asvertain the exact spot where Keep- 
er Brignon and Officer Wanger were stana- 
ing when Kaufmann fired. The frontier line 
where the shooting occurred is very irregu- 
lar and apt to mislead any one. Count Her- 
bert Bismarck, Secretary of the Foreign Of- 
fice, has sent a friendly note to the French Em- 

Y Suggesting an early communication. of 
the results of the official inquiry, and the 
French Minister is authorized to promise am- 
ple justice and indemnity it a German official 
be found responsible. 


The frontier incident disturbed the bourse 
during the first hour of business today, caus- 
ing 4 fall in prices. Later, however, the 
opinion that the affair would not affect the 
existing relations with France caused a re- 
covery. Still foreign securities closed M per 
cent lower. St. Petersburg exchange and 
rubles also closed lower. 

The Red Cross conference today decided 
that the prizes offered by the Empress shall 
be awarded for the best plans for the internal 
arrangements of portable hospitals. A reso- 
lution was carried declaring that in every 
country party to the Geneva convention 
there shall be one recognized Red Cross so- 
ciety, the members of which shall have the 
exclusive right to carry the badge of the cen- 
tra: society. 

The North German Gazette says that Prince 
Bismarck, on the occasion of the twenty-fifth 
anniversary of his appointment as Prussian 
Prime Minister, received greetings from all 
parts of Germany and from many foreign 
countries, notably England, Austria, and Ita- 
ly. Many hundred telegrams were received, 
including sympathetic messages from the 
King of Italy and Sig. Crispi, the Italian 
Prime Minister.

The German offi- 
cialis declare that a German soldier named 
Kaufmann who was detaiied to assist the 
forest guards in preventing poaching fired 
the shots. Kaufmann affirms that he shouted 
three times for the party to halt before firing 
atthem. He believed that they were on Ger- 
man territory. The sportsmen declare that 
they heard nothing. @ officials on both 
sides of the frontier are making inquiries 
into the shooting. 

The Paris vapers urge the people to regard 
the shooting on the frontier with calmness in 
order not to é@mbarrass the Government in 
ite handling of the case. Atthe same time 
the Government is urged by the press to de- 
mand full reparation. The public of France 
are palpably uneasy over the frequency of 
these exasperati incidents on the Ge: man 
frontier, and it is feared that their frequent 
repetition may exhaust the popular patience 
and induce an explosion of popular wrath. 
The Journal des Says the wounded of- 
ficer was in civilian dress when he was shot.

THE LATEST ACCOUNT OF THE 
AUGHES-HALLETT AFFAIR. 


Finding the Colonel in an Awkward Pre- 
dicament—His Hasty Departure from 
the Honse of His Host—The Latter’s 


Regrets — Serious Reports Concerning 
the Health of England’s Prime Minister 
A Grave Diplomatic Ousstloh. ' 
LONDON, Sept. 28.— New York Worid 
Oable.|—Henfy Smith of Eulingham Hall, at 
whose house Col. Hughes-Haliett’s intrigue 
was discovered, addresses this evening a long 
card to the Hvening News correcting errors in 
various reports concerning what did take 
place at his house. After making these cor- 
rections he proceeds to make the following 
official report upon the stirring incident 
which occurred in the lone watches of 
his house Aug. 8: Col. Hughes-Hallett 
is quite right in saying that my suspicions 
were awakened. [heard him or some one 
else go up-stairs in the direction of the lady’s 
bedroom shortly before midnight: 1 got tp 
very soon after ana went to Col. Hughes- 
Hallett's bed- room. He was not there. I 
then went to call my housekeeper, who is an 
old family servant, and who was the first to 
arouse my stispicions, and she called Miss 
Selwyn’s own maid. No other servants were 
summoned. The coachmam Who is the 
housekeeper’s husband, got up, but did not, 
of course, go upstairs. The two women 
went to Miss Selwyn's door, and, finding it 


partially opened, easily pushed it open. As 
soon as Col. Hughes-Hallett was discovered 
they called forme. I went in, and as far as 
I remember the only words which I uttered 
were these (they were strong words, no 
doubt, but I record the fact): 

“You d—d blackguard, I have long sus- 
pécted this. You shall leave this room and 
my house instantly.” 1 then went down- 
stairs to the ianding on which his room 
leads. He came up to me and asked me 
how long I would give him and whetner 
he could have a cart to convey him to 
the station. I told him that I would give him 
halfan hour, and that my cart would then be 
ready for him. I then went to my library, 
and from that hour to this I have not seen 
Col. Hughes-Hallett. My interview with him 
from first to last did not occupy more than a 
minute, and I was, therefore, not with him 
when he dressed himself in con- 
temptuous quiet. These are the facts. 
If had consulted own con- 
venience and comfort I should have 
quietly requested both parties’ to leave my 
house the following morning, but inasmuch 
as, unfortunately for my own convenien 
and comfort, I wished to rescué this poor gir 
who is a connection of mine by marriage from 
a miserable future, I had recourse no doubt 
to the fatuobus stupidit and bucolic barbar-

He Will Resign the State’s-Attorneyship 
Before Oct. 8—Reasons for His Course. 
The positive announcement is made that Mr. 

Grinnell will resign the office of State's Attorney 

before Oct. 8 in order to give sufficient time for 

the legal notice of an election to fill the vacancy. 

The candidates for nomination at the hands of 


the Republicans have begun their work —— 
some such assurance. Mr. Grinnell has not 
made any sign. but he has had his atten 
called to the fact that while he holds the — 
mission there may de an . made to 
declare that office vacant, in the attempt to 
ride two horses both would get out from under 
him. Politicians who are familiar with him de- 
clare that if he has any idea of running for Gov- 
ernor on the Democratic ticket he will not place 
bimself in the position of trying to throw the 
selection of his successor into the hands of the 
County Board when the law expressly provides 
that the choice shall be by the people when the 
new officer is to hold for more than a year. There 
can be no doubt that Mr. Grinnell sould serve the 
county well for at least two or three months yeg. 
and good lawyers agree that by filing his tows yw 
tion now he could create a vacancy that coul 
filled at the next election. Even then he would 
be able under the law to hold over until his suc- 
cessor was elected and had qualified. This would 
bring his term down to a time after the new 
County Board had gone into office, and enable 
him to settle up many of the matters now 


, Hoe no small part of his anxiety arises 
from his rush oto place his Democratic subor- 
dinates in the best ible position before 
leaving the office. It 13 openly charged that the 
idea of holding the office in abeyance was to place 
Frank Walker in a fair way to be his successor. 
Another matter has also come up. No one ex- 
cept County Clerk Wulf has doubted for a 
moment that a vote of nine members of the board 
could reduce salaries, but the law provides that 
ali appropriations shall have an affirmative 
vote of ten. The point has been raised that the 
increase of salaries in the State’s Attorney's 
office was really an appropriation of money, and 
the record plainly shows t only nine members 
voted for it. No warrants under the increased 

schedule have yet been presented, but there will 
undoubtedly ve some difficulty about paying 
them when * ure. Mr. Grinnell, like almost 
every one else, is in favor of the ‘advance, and 
should a legal difficuity arise he would de in a 
better position at the head of the State's Attor- 
ney's office to aid his assistants than he would 
be on the bench.

Atthe meeting of the Hyde Park Board of 
Trustees yesterday afternoon the following ordi- 
nance was adopted, and its passage, which will 
occur next Monday, means the general improve- 
ment of the Calumet River: 

Be it ordained: 

Sec. 1. Permission ts hereby given to the 
United States of America to enlarge and improve 
the Calumet River where it runs 9 — the 
Village of Hyde Park upon the route established 
by the authority of the Engineer Department of 
the United States, and for that purpose to occu- 
Py and cross any and all streets and 

leys which may be necessary to 
occupied or crossed as the said route for the pur- 
poses aforesaid, and to take, use, and occupy so 
much of any street or money byes 3 in the line of 
said improvement as may be necessary to give a 
width of 200 feet from shore toshoreof said 
river when improved as aforesaid, and the said 
vill hereby releases any claim that it has or 
may have against the United States for dam- 
ages growing out of the use and occupancy of 
said streetand alleys in making said improve- 
ment and maintaining the same. 

The contract for the improvement of the east 
half of State street with macadam from Fifty-first 
to Sixty-third street was awarded. The contract 
for improving the same street with cedar blocks 
from Thirty-ninth to Fifty-first street was also 
let. Itwas decided toimprove Oakland square 
with granit blocks. 

The clerk reported to the board that he had 
arran tor a joint meeting of the Hyde Park 
and e trustees next Saturday afternoon at 
the Town of Lake Hall to talk over the question 
of granting saloon licenses along State street.

of the meeting of the Public-Service 
— held Saturday afternoon, published 
in all the Sunday morning papers, one of your 
members is all to have made charges against 
the Hiinois Training-School for Nurses, saying 
that the manner of their entrance into Cook 


County Hospital was scandalous; that he was | 


surprised the board should permit such scandal 
and that the school was largely responsible for 
the extravagance and mismanagement of that 
institution. This statement we cannot allow to 
pass unnoticed. We know that the connection 
of our school with the Cook County Hospital has 
been absolutely beyond reproach, and that we 
have never had the pay to which we are entitied 
for the service rende 

At the time of the haymarket trouble we pro- 
vided ail the extra nurses required and expended 
hundreds of dollars in so doing, and, whereas the 
doctors concerned brought in enormous bills for 
attendance, we never asked nor received one 
dollar from the county. In reply to statements 
reported to have been made on the occasion re- 
ferred to we would say: Not one of our nurses has 
even boarded at the County Hospital We cure 
for, on an average, 500 patients out of 650. 
It has been said that the number of nurses can 
be largely reduced. This depends upon the ob- 
ject desired, If the end to be attained is the cure 
of these unfortunates as s as possible a 
sufficient number of good nurses a necessity. 
One nurse to eight or ten patients is the least 
that should be allowed. We have sixty-four per- 
sons constantly employed at the hospital, for 
whom we receive $1,230 per month, or less than 
per month each, and for whom we provide not 
only board, but 1 g. The unskilled nurses 
whose places they took were paid from $2 to 840 
per month and were boarded and lodged 
at the hospital. In conclusion, we ask 
that a committee be appointed to 
investigate thie matter thoroughly. 
We believe that every member of your honora- 
ble body would uphold our school were he fully 
informed of, the facts in the case. Very respect- 
tully submitted:

The Finance Committee recommended that 
after Sept. 1 the Sheriff be allowed 22\2 cents per 
day for the diet of prisoners. Mr. Hemmelgarn 
said the real cost was not 12% cents. Mr. Will- 
1ams said if Hemmelgarn's charge was true the 
Sheriff should be brought up with a round turn, 
and if it was not true Mr. Hemmelgarn should be 
more careful. Mr. Williams moved the adop- 
tion of the report. Mr. Hemmelgarn moved 
as a substitute that it be referred back. 
Mr. Hemmelgarn’s motion lacked a second. Mr. 
Stewart said the food at the jail was good. Mr. 
Hemmelgarn said the prisoners would sell their 
watches to have food broughtintothem. It was 
robbery to pay 2 cents. You have a Sheriff,” 
he said. who allowed a prisoner [McGarigle] to 
sit in Fischer's garden without a deputy after I 
had notified him not to doso. He is either a fool 
or a knave——" The Chair deciared the gentle- 
man out of order and he sat down. The report 
was adopted, Hemmelgarn, Donnersberger, and 
Aldrich opposing—the latter because 2 cents 
was allowed for the last quarter. 

The Finance Committee submitted its resolu- 
that 
the question of issuing bonds to provide for the 
old indebtedness be submitted to the legal voters 
of the county. The resolution says that this in- 
debtedness is $1,000,000 and upwards; that judg- 
ments draw 6 per cent interest, while money can 
be borrowed on bonds at 4 r cent; that the 
bonds be for $1,000,000, divid in twenty series, 
numbered from one to twenty, each for 850,000, 
and one to be taken up each year, an annual tax 
for $50,000 to be levied to lift the bonds as 
they fell due. Mr. Hemmelgarn did not 
believe the people wanted to vote bonds. 
Mr. Senne said there was no hurry to issue 
bonds. He favored a special tax. Mr. Cool be- 
lieved it would be better to ask for a special tax 
to raise the debt within two years. Mr. Donners- 
berger said it would not do to pay contractors 
who had secured ju ent 6 per cent and let the 
holders of the other 000 or more get no inter- 
est. He believed that the people were ready to 
vote bonds. He amended the resolution by mak- 
ing the bonds payable in ten years, Mr. Hurd 
was notof the opinion that it would be wise to 
pay the debt off in two years by aspecial tax, nor 

y voting bonds for ten years. He favored the 
twenty-year bonds. Mr. Hemmelgarn thought 
the debt should be wiped out in two years. Mr. 
Spee yen withdrew his amendment to make 
it short indebtedness, or ten-years bonds. A vote 
on the motion to adopt the report as originally 
presented prevailed by a vote of 12 yeas to 1 nay 
—Mr. Hemmelgarn alone voting in the negative. 

Bids for making a court-room on the fourth 
floor were opened. The contract was let to 
Wheatley, Buck & Co. for $3,650. 

In introducing his civil-service rules, Mr. Al- 
drich said reform was in demand, and the 
evils of patronage should be abolished. 
The patronage of local governments was 
greater than that of the National Government. 
A code of civil-service rules had been prepared, 
and these were read by the Clerk. They provide 
for the appointment by the President of the 
County Board of a commission of three members 
to be known as the Civil-Service Commission of 
Cook County. The commission, among other 
thi must arrange for open competitive exam- 
inations of applicants for public positions, and 
Mr. Aldrich's rules prescribe the character of 
the examinations, ough details are to be 
left to the commission. These follow ve 
closely after the United States civii- 
service rules, preference being given to 
honorably — I members of the army and 
navy. A period of probation is prescribed, and 
promotions are to be based on merit and com- 
petition. The obligation to pay political assess- 
ments or render political service is removed. 
The commission is given authority to investigate 
alleged infractions of the rules. It is aiso 
authorized to employ a chief examiner at a 
salary of $2,000 per annum, and a secretary at 
$1,000. The rules also provide for the immediate 
dismissal from office of any one corruptly 
assisting any of the applicants in their 
examinations, and that after 1888 no officer 
or clerk shall be promoted without first pass- 
ing the required examination, but this does not 
apply to laborers or workmen, nor to clerks who 
handle money and whose immediate superiors 
ure under bond. Provision is also made against 
the discharge of an employé because of his polit- 
ical opinions; and the heads of departments are 
required to furnish in writing reasons for the dis- 
charge of employés. Political assessments are 
prohibited, and no recommendations under au- 
thority of the rules are to relate to the political 
affiliations of any one. Authority is given the 
commission to inquire into the methods 
of appointment, removals, terms of office, 
duties, compensation, and numbers of clerks in 
Cook County not appointed by the County Board 
or elected by the people, and into acts of official 
servants, and whether or not any abuses exist in 
connection with — FE sey nye touching ap- 
pointments. The commission is also authorized 
to report upon what legislation is needed or ex- 
pedient relative to methods of compensation of 
all county officers and their subordinates.

the first Grand Army 
post. Wisconsin has 
recently put in a claim 
of priority, but prece- 
dent and evidence are 
against her.

He afterwards came 
to St. Louis, built the Union elevator in East 
St. Louis, and has been-in the grain and ele- 
vator business in this city ever since, being 
now President of the Grier Commission Com- 
pany. He isa Republican and a member of 
the Republican State Central Committee.

THE ARMY CORPS. 


Their Records During the War—Badges of 
the Different Organizations, 

Early in the spring the Grand Army offi- 
cials of the city suggested to the citizens at 
large and the Public Park Commissioners 
that the adoption of military designs in lay- 
ing out flower-beds would be recognized and 
appreciated by the veterans. Acting on the 


suggestion, the badges of the Twenty-fifth 
Army Corps were designed in Forest Park 
and can now be recognized in living buds o 
the National colors. The G. A. R. Ledas is 
met with in vamegated buds in the hundreds 
of lawns about city. The badges of the 
Western army corps were the favorits with 
the people. Logan’s Fifteenth, Thomas’ Four- 
teenth, and A. J. Smith’s Sixteenth are rep- 
resented on all sides.

Thiscontinued but 
a short time, when the First Corps of 
the Army of the Potomac was re- 
created, and Gen. John F. Reynolds 
was placed in command. He was killed at 
Gettysburg, and the succeeding commanders 
of the First Corps were Gens. J. S. Wads- 
worth, John Newton, and W. 8. Hancock. 
March 23, 1864, Gen. Grant consolidated the 
Army of the Potomac into three corps, des- 
ignated as the Second, Fifth, and Sixth. The 
troops of the First Corps were merged into 
others, and the organization passed out of 
existence for a time. Nov. 28, 1864, an or- 
ganization was formed which took the name 
of the First Corps, though it did not contain 
the troops of the old First. It was other- 
wise known as Hancock’s Veteran Cor 
being composed of soldiers who had serv 
their full terms in old regiments, been dis- 
charged, and reénlisted in this command. 
Under Generai Order 
No. 101, cited above, 
the Second Corps was 
composed of the di- 
visions of Gens. Rich- 
ardson, Blenker, and 
Sedgwick, and was 
SECOND. commanded by Gen. E. 
V. Sumner. Aug. 12, 1862, it was ordered 
that the troops of the Shenandoah Depart- 
ment constitute the Second Co under 
command of Gen. N. P. Banks. One month 
later the President directed that this co 
should thereafter be known as the Elevent 
and the old Second Corps of the Army of the 
Potomac resumed its organization. It re- 
mained intact until tbe close of the war, and 
was a conspicuous factor in all the cam- 
paigns of that army. Its various commanders 
were Gens. Edwin V. Sumner, D. N. Couch, 
John Sedgwick. O. O. Howard, W. 8. Han- 
cock, William Hays, G. K. Warren, J. C. 
Caldwell, A. A. Humphreys, F. C. Bariow, 
and Gershom Mott. 
The original Third Corps, as constituted by 
General Order No. 101, was commanded by 
Gen. S. P. Heintzeiman. and con- 
tained the divisions of Gens.
